Mthough  I  am  a  former  Berliner  having  emigrated  to  the  USA  in  1937 
I  «as  n=t  .--.-re  that  August  13  «as  the  20th  anniversary  of  the  3SPLIN  SfcLL. 
But  can  you  imagine  my 'surprise  and  excitement  when  after  Ted  Koppel  ^ 
announced  switching  over  via  cattelite  to  Berlin  to  talk  to  the  commissioner 
and  an  ABC  reporter,  named  Sobert  Lochner,  I  immediately  recognized  Mr. 
Loclfner  and  exclaimed: "This  is  Bobby,  my  high  school  sweetheart"  and  turning 
to  a  friend  s?id:  "when  we  were  13  years  old  we  did  fqlkdancing  together 
and  also  because  we  were  both  small  for  our  age  played  the  part  of  dwarves 
in  a  school  play".   I  had  no  idea  of  Mr.  Lochner- s  thereabouts.  If  my 
.  memory  serves  me  correctly  I  last  heard  from  him  over  1,0  years  aC°  »hen  he 
was  a  student  at  Princeton.   It  is  no  surprise,  however,  that  he  should  be 
a  Journalist/reporter  in  Eerlin  following  in  his  father's  footsteps.  Mr. 
Lochner,  Sr.  »as  an  A:-fi  reporter  in  Berlin  during  the  1930«6,  which  is  why 
Bobby, although  an  American  citizen,  attended  the  same  school  I  did  in  Berlin.
